: Constitutionality vg. Security 
The Supreme Court's adverse decision on 
the railroad pension act ie chiefly Impor­ 
tant aa a means of comprehending the new 
deal ishuc of constitutionality va. security. 
Here, In plain term*, was an attem pt to 
enact eecurlty in a form whose constitution­ 
ality was questionable. 
The 
end. a* 
lu 
many instances of the new deal, seemed 
to justify the means. 
The court's decision in the railroad pen­ 
sion case revolved largely around th* com­ 
m erce clause of the Constitution, a decision 
on federel social security la more likely to 
turn on congressional power to lax and on 
prohibitions against abridging the right of 
contract and taking properly without due 
process of law. In 1918, the court held that 
congress could not control states in exer­ 
cising police power over local trade and 
manufacture. In 1922 it held that a tax 
'Imposed by c o n g re e to penalize child labor 
was not permissible because It was not for 
the purpose of railing revenue. Those who 
believe the pending aortal security legisla­ 
tion unconstitutional give the U tter deci­ 
sion great importance. 
Thus, In brief review, it can be seen that 
the problem of social aecurity ta to find a 
form of legislation which can be adjusted 
to the Constitution. The supreme court is 
not expected to pass on the merits of social 
security as a principle, but only on the 
constitutionality of the forma in which it ta 
enacted. Unfortunately, this function ot the 
court, though obvious, is sometimes forgot­ 
ten in discussion of the court s decisions. 
The Constitution Is not, of course, sacred. 
But while it exist*, it must be upheld. Fur­ 
thermore. until better reason can be given 
for it* destruction than a policy of experi­ 
mentation, those who acorn its limitations 
must appear inevitably aa men unable to 
adapt themselves to regulations which have 
been reasonably satisfactory for 150 >#ara.

Thro© hundred religious leader* of ihc 
United State* sent to Japan May 2 an open 
letter opposing fleet maneuvers in the Pa­ 
cific m ean. Some reply to the letter would 
seem to he in order by this time. 


The United s ta te s fleet ta busy with the 
maneuvers. Its equipm ent la distributed In 
th* Pacific area in a grim game intended 
to train officers and man for actual fight­ 
ing in caxe of war. 


Jap an ’s national defend*)a are watching 
every move with eharp eye*. They aland 
to learn almost aa much from the maneuv­ 
ers ae the United States navy. Frankly ra- 
atourful of the war games, they are not 
above taking advantage of them for their 
own purposes. 


Thia country has been given the Impres­ 
sion that if anything were to happen in the 
Pacific area to make Japan and the United 
States enemies it would be J a p a n s fault. 
Obviously, Japan believes the fault would 
rest upon the United States. 


How much did the open letter do? Were 
the Japanese convinced that the war games 
represented nothing but the tactless aport 
of unimaginative warrior*? W ere the Pa­ 
cific maneuvers squared with the knowing 
wink of threo hundred American religious 
leaders? lf an, It would seem courteous at 
least for friendly Japanese to wink back. 


A Fifth Estate 
Rev. Fr. Coughlin, 
who does not 
I.ho 
newspapers because he thinks they have 
perverted democracy Into a "democratic edi­ 
torial plutocracy," has great faith in the 
combination of radio and telegraph. They 
are. he says, restoring th© rostrum, and "the 
speaker's microphone looms as a worthy 
competitor of th© editor’* pen." 


Newspapers have nothing to gain in ar- 
6 ut rig with persons who feel Ilk© abusing 
them. Invariably, such persons think they 
know more about newspapers than their 
operators, most of whom admit at th© age 
of 50 that they know leas than they did 
at 25. 
A newspaper, after all, is merely 
an Instrument which objectifies what la go 
lug on around It. and th© world consistently 
has defied those who try to make It logical, 
perfect and completely understandable. 


Fr. Coughtin. who apparently believes a 
combination of oratory, radio, telegraph and 
th© National Union for Social Justice will 
advance the mlllenlum more raptdly than 
th© press has bern unable to do, must rec­ 
ognize certain limitations on what ho pro­ 
poses ss a fifth estate. A few of th* limita­ 
tions ar© ohvlous. 


The radio, a highly technical instrument 
of communication, lends itself easily to con­ 
trol, not by private interests so much ae 
by government, 
which 
controls th© air 
lanes That may not conform with the Ideals 
of justice, but it ta on© of th© basic factors 
of radio communication. 


The radio, furthermore, can accomodate 
only one voice at a time and relatively few 
voices during its effective period in any 
given day. It la, furthermore, fairly well 
established that radio llateners tire quickly 
of speeches. An h o u rs radio time occupied 
with talk is more than most radio orators 
at present would ta re to risk. 


With all the limitations that could be 
described, and th© extent of the list is 
largely for individual determination, 
the 
radio ha* been and will continue to become 
increasingly a valuable means of communi­ 
cation. Fr. Coughlin is wise in putting hi* 
faith In It. 
He might bo win© to recognize 
at the outset Its limitations, also. Time has 
shown the limitations of th© prest, more 
clearly perhaps to those who have bean dis­ 
appointed in it than to tho*© who are try­ 
ing to Improve it. Radio oratory heard atm- 
ultaneoualy by the ma.'se* and the tele­ 
graph to flash to public officials the arbi­ 
trary 
orders of powerful minorities may 
prove to have limitations, too, and possibly 
very grave ones. 


On Its Way 
Th* 1935 banking bill, which apparently 
cen elatm no kinship with either fish or 
fowl, Is on Its way to enactment. The house 
of representative* shouted "Amen” to the 
administration's wishes on Thursday.

senate will be more cautious and restrain­ 
ed. but It, too, will end up by passing the 
bill, possibly with some modifications.

It la the aim of the Maternity 
O n te r asBociation. aa se ll aa of 
other sim ila r societies, to bring 
to the attention of the expectant 
mother the Importance of securing 
medical advice and necesaary care 
in early pregnancy. In the hospi­ 
tals of the larger cities adequate 
pre-natal Instruction Is given It is 
a sad commentary on our alleged 
r.ivllixatlnn that thousands of pros 
pertive mothers are deprived of 
this care 
Without it many lives 
• re lost. 
Improve General Health 
Almost every unfavorable condi­ 
tion is capable of correction dur­ 
ing the early months. Every mea­ 
sure taken to improve the general 
health of the mother hefore the 
birth of her child lessens the dan­ 
gers of confinement. This care may 
be the means of preventing those 
rnm pliratlors which result In suf­ 
fering and even invalidism of the 
mother, and In many a case the 
death of the baby. 
It it not likely that there will 
he any danger lf the prospective 
mother la kept 
under 
conatant 
medical supervision. After the first 
physical examination she 
should 
visit 
her physician periodically, 
have necessary 
teats 
made. 
in­ 
cluding urinalysis, and be kept un­ 
der obaervation. 
Unfortunately, In 
the 
smaller 
communities pre-natal services are 
not always available to those who 
cannot afford private 
physicians 
In New York the department of 
health maintains 19 maternity hy­ 
giene stations where medlcsl ad­ 
vice may he had. It la hoped that 
rural health centers toon will be

It is true that childbirth Is the
